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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 



This Historic Architectural Survey and Evaluation Report (HASER) and Finding of No Adverse Effect is 
for the Broadway Streetscape Improvement Project described below. The project area extends from Second 
Street to Olympic Boulevard along Broadway in downtown Los Angeles, California, and includes the 
Broadway Theater and Commercial National Register District. The boundaries of the district which was 
listed in the National Register of Historic Places in 1979 extend along Broadway from Third Street on the 
north to Ninth Street on the south. The district is significant under National Register Criterion A as the 
historic commercial and theater center of Los Angeles. The district is also significant under Criterion C 
for the architectural quality of its contributing buildings. These contributors were constructed between 1894 
and 193:, the established period of significance for the district. The purpose of this report is to Identify 
and evaluate the historic streetscape features of Broadway, as they were not specifically addressed in the 
National Register nomination form, to evaluate how the district has changed in the last nineteen years, to 
determine if other resources in the project area are eligible for listing in the National Register, and to 
determine the effects of the project, if any, on historic resources. 

The 1983 Historic Resources Survey of the Central Business District completed by the Community 
Redevelopment Agency did not include the Broadway National Register District, presumably because it 
was listed in the National Register. As such, California Historic Resources Inventory forms were not 
prepared for buildings in the 300 through 800 blocks of Broadway. A few buildings in the project area, 
but outside of the district boundaries were evaluated as individual resources and documented on state 
forms. 

The report makes six findings: 1) many of the historic streetscape features remain from the period of 
significance and contribute to the historic character of the district; 2) one contributing building has been 
demolished and-several buildings should no longer be considered contributing due to substantial alterations; 
3) the boundaries of the historic district should be expanded roughly one block to the north and south to 
include properties in the 200 and 900 blocks of Broadway; 4) the terrazzo sidewalk in front of Clifton's 
Cafeteria is individually eligible for listing in the National Register under Criteria C for its high artistic 
qualities; 5) none of the buildings within the project area, but outside of the expanded district boundaries 
are individually eligible for listing in the National Register; and 6) any effects the project will have on 
character^efining features of the district will be mitigated to the level of insignificance by the measures 
described on page 14. 

Several state forms were used to document the findings made in this report and are included in Appendix 
B. A District Record states the historic and architectural significance of the district, justifies the new district 
boundaries, describes the district and its integrity, provides a list of contributing and non-contributing 
buildings, and includes a map of the district. Continuation Sheets were created for buildings which were 
previously documented and include the California Historic Resources Inventory forms prepared in 1983 
and new black and white photographs. Building, Structure, and Object Records were prepared for buildings 
which were not previously documented in either the National Register nomination form or the 1983 
Historic Resources Survey of the Central Business District. Primary Records were prepared for all of the 
other buildings in the district and note changes that have occurred in the last nineteen years. 
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~L PROJECT DESCRIPTION 



The Community Redevelopment Agency of the City of Los Angeles proposes to use federal funds 
to make improvements to the Broadway streetscape. The improvement plan includes changes to 
sidewalk paving, street lighting, street graphics, building facade treatments, street furnishings, and 
street trees (see Appendix D.) The Area of Potential Effects (APE) for the project encompasses 
Broadway from Second Street on the north to Olympic Boulevard on the south, and includes the first 
row of buildings on either side of the street, street, sidewalks, curbs, and street amenities such as 
trees and light standards. 

The project will be constructed in several phases. The first phase of the project will include changes 
to street lights, street trees, sidewalks, and related basements on Broadway from Second to Fifth 
Streets. The work will take place between the curb and the building facades. A few properties will 
not be included in the project at the request of the owners. They are the Million Dollar Theater (301 - 
13) and the Grand Central Market (3 15). Funded by an ISTEA grant, the first phase is scheduled to 
begin construction in 1999. The remaining elements of the improvement plan will be implemented 
as funding becomes available. 



II. RESEARCH METHODS 

The consultant performed a records search of the National Register of Historic Places, the 
California Historic Resources Inventory, and various City of Los Angeles agencies in order to 
compile and analyze previous research and evaluations. Sources include National Register 
Nomination Forms, Historic Resources Surveys, Historic Context Statements, and other studies. 

In order to re-evaluate and document the district's boundaries, contributing and non-contributing 
buildings, architectural integrity, and character-defining features, the consultant performed the 
following tasks: 

1. Conducted general research at -the Los Angeles Central Library to expand the 
historic context of the district. 

2. Conducted building specific research including the use of City of Los Angeles 
building permit records, Sanborn Fire Insurance Maps, and the Los Angeles 
Central Library collection. 

3 . Searched historic photograph collections at the Los Angeles Public Library History 
Department and the Department of Special Collections at the UCLA University 
Research Library for images of the district. 
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the street. The basements of most of the buildings extend out to the street line below the sidewalk. 
In several places, cast iron vents and glass blocks are inserted into the sidewalks to light these 
below-grade storage areas, which are accessed by way of cast steel doors in the sidewalk. 

Broadway is notable, however, for the quality and variety of its terrazzo sidewalks, present in 
front of some stores and many theaters on Broadway. These sidewalks often extend from the 
lobbies to the curb. The elaborate patterns seen at Clifton's Cafeteria, the Eastern Columbia 
Building, and the Los Angeles Theater are some of the most important examples. Each represents 
a particular style of terrazzo ornamentation: the sidewalk at Clifton's depicts scenes of California, 
that in front of the Eastern Columbia Building is an abstract, geometric Art Deco design, and the 
abstracted fleur-de-lis motif in front of the Los Angeles Theater enhances the more traditional 
revival style of the theater. Other notable terrazzo sidewalks include the sunburst pattern in front 
of the Roxie Theater. 

The most severe alterations to the buildings on Broadway are the modification of storefronts. In 
many cases, the entire bases (ground floor and mezzanine or second floor) of the buildings have 
been stripped of their original features and/ or reclad with a new, incompatible design meant to 
"update" the buildings as the area fell out of favor with new generations of shoppers. However, 
the upper floors of the vast majority of the buildings remain intact. 

IV. HISTORICAL OVERVIEW 

Originally called Fort Street, Broadway played a prominent role in the residential development of 
downtown Los Angeles in the nineteenth century. A tree-lined street of medium and large sized 
Victorian homes, Fort Street was home to some of the city's most distinguished citizens. But in 
the late 1880s, a new City Hall was constructed between Second and Third Streets and the 
character of the street began to dramatically change. Proximity to the city's new municipal 
headquarters attracted major businesses to the street, a situation which caused the City Council to 
change the street's name to Broadway in 1887. 

Broadway quickly became an important commercial thoroughfare. Boston Dry Goods relocated 
from First and Temple to a site across from City Hall in 1891 . Other early retailers on Broadway 
included Coulter's Dry Goods, Silverwood's, the Broadway Department Store, Bullock's 
Department Store, and Hamburger's (later the May Company). Many two- and three -story brick 
buildings were developed at the northern end of the street to meet the quickly growing commercial 
needs. 

In the first decades after the turn of the century, business on Broadway continued to boom. Many 
commercial establishments outgrew their original small-scale headquarters and began to develop 
large, multistory structures. Pioneering the south end of Broadway was Bullock's and 
Hamburger's Department Stores, two of the region's largest retail establishments. Both companies 
built major buildings in 1906 to serve as their flagship stores - Bullock's at Seventh Street and 
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In the next several decades after 1930, Broadway began to lose its central role as the theater and 
commercial core of the city. As the white clientele moved away from downtown into the suburbs, 
so did the lavish movie theaters and department stores. The demise of a city-wide public transit 
system also contributed to the dispersal of white middle class audiences from the downtown area. 

After World War H, the patronage of the Mexican-American population living close to downtown 
transformed Broadway into a Latino-oriented shopping district. Spanish language signs were 
layered on top of the opulent architecture of the 1920s and ground floors were transformed to 
accommodate smaller stores. By the end of the 1960s, the street was dominated by Latinos and 
it became a primary venue for their commercial, religious, and cultural expression. Today, 
Broadway remains a hub of activity for Latinos in the city, and Chicanos have been joined by 
Salvadorans, Guatemalans, and Nicaraguans in their intense public use of the street. 

After undergoing a dramatic transformation from the 1880s through the 1920s, the streetscape of 
Broadway has since evolved much more slowly . Unlike other parts of downtown Los Angeles 
which have completely lost their historic character, Broadway remains in many ways the street that 
it was in the 1920s. 



V. FIELD METHODS 

A field survey was conducted of the district to identify and examine the integrity of the boundaries, 
contributing resource, and character-defining features. Every building in the APE was photographed 
using black and white film. In addition, features of the streetscape were measured, sketched, and 
photographed on site to determine their condition. The field survey was conducted in two phases. 
The first phase was conducted by Teresa Grimes and William Adair and included the portion of 
Broadway between Third and Ninth Streets. Phase one of the field survey took place in November 
of 1995 and involved a thorough documentation of the streetscape. The second phase of the survey 
was conducted in January of 1998 by Teresa Grimes and Jennifer Minasian. Phase two of the field 
survey included the photography of the buildings as well as the identification of historic streetscape 
features in the 200 and 900 blocks of Broadway. 

All three of the individuals who contributed to the preparation of this report more than fulfill the 
qualifications for historic preservation professionals outlined in 36 CFR, Part 61. Teresa Grimes has 
been a Project Manager for Historic Resources Group four years. She has over ten years of full-time 
professional experience in the evaluation and documentation of historic resources. Ms. Grimes has 
a Bachelor's degree in Political Science and a Master's degree in Architectural History from 
UCLA. William Adair was an Associate Planner at Historic Resources Group for three years and 
is no longer with the firm. He received a Bachelor's degree in American History from the 
University Pennsylvania and a Master's degree in Urban Planning from UCLA. Jennifer Minasian 
has worked at Historic Resources Group for over two years. Currently a Research Associate, Ms. 
Minasian holds at Bachelor's Degree in Architectural Studies from Scripps College and has 
completed the course work for a Master's degree in Art History from the University of Chicago. 
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b. Street Lights 



Broadway was one of the first streets in Los Angeles to be fit with gas lamps. By 1920, the gas 
lamps had been supplanted by electric fixtures as well as stop lights to control the burgeoning 
automobile traffic. All of the street lights on Broadway between Second Street and Olympic 
Boulevard have original bases but their poles and lamps have been replaced. There are two styles 
of historic bases, both of which were installed in 1920. These lamps were elaborately ornamented 
with stylized nature motifs. Like many of the Beaux-Arts buildings on the street, the lights 
consisted of a tripartite composition, with base, shaft, and capital. The bases, which still remain, 



are covered with ornament of stylized leaves and flowers. The shaft, or pole, consisted of a 
climbing vine, and two lanterns formed the capital. Acorn shaped lanterns branched off from the 
shaft in an elaborate scroll. Although only the bases remain, they should be considered character- 
defining features of the district. They have been successfully reused in the past and are the most 
noticeable element of the street lights to pedestrians. 

c. Sidewalk s 

Broadway's sidewalks are fifteen feet wide and are characterized by a variety of materials, 
patterns, and colors. Sidewalks often extended beyond the building facade into the lobbies 
providing a visual link between interior and exterior, and encouraging pedestrian traffic to enter 
theaters and department stores. The property line, which is actually five feet in front of the 
building facades is sometimes indicated by a narrow band of brass and a plaque. 

Concrete - Scored, stained concrete is the most common form of sidewalk material on the street. 
Probably beginning in the 1920s and continuing until today, concrete was stained in various colors 
such as charcoal, dark red, or green and scored in square, rectangular, or diamond patterns. 
Attempts to learn the age of the concrete sidewalks and determine if they were present during the 
district's period of significance were unsuccessful. One might assume that the sidewalks were 
poured when the buildings with which they are associated were constructed and therefore are 
historic fabric. Even if that is the case, the pattern and stain on the vast majority of the concrete 
sidewalks has faded. Due to their questionable age and lack of integrity, the scored, stained 
concrete sidewalks are not character-defining features of the district. 

Terrazio - Important public buildings of the 1920s -- such as theaters and department stores, 
welcomed pedestrians with elaborate sidewalk ornamentation, usually of colorful terrazzo. 
Terrazzo, an ancient material combining marble chips with white cement, was perfected by 
Fifteenth century Venetian craftsmen to pave terraces, thus the name. During the 1920s and 1930s, 
architects began using terrazzo for sidewalks to distinguish individual buildings and businesses 
with which they were associated. On Broadway, terrazzo is employed in a range of colorful 
patterns, images, and messages either in front of or at the entrance to buildings. The most 
elaborate designs are found in front of the Los Angeles Theater and Clifton's Cafeteria, although 
advertisements and simple geometric patterns are more common. Terrazzo sidewalks are a 
character-defining feature of the district as well as the buildings with which they are associated. 
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e. Public Utility Hardware 



Decorative cast iron manhole covers, water meter plates, and flag pole plates add a note of interest 
to the street for the pedestrians and should be considered character-defining features of the district. 

f. granite Curbs 

The streets in the historic core of downtown Los Angeles were originally edged with granite 
curbs. Most have been replaced or encased with concrete. Others have been damaged by 
approximately one hundred years of use and are difficult to distinguish. The best remaining section 
of granite curb is located on the west side of the 700 block. Due to their lack of integrity, granite 
curbs should not be considered character-defining features of the district. 

2. Changes in Boundaries of the Broadway Theater and Commercial District 

Six buildings should be added to the Broadway Theater and Commercial District within expanded 
district boundaries. (See Appendix B for inventory forms for these buildings.) When the district 
was listed on the National Register in 1979, the boundaries were set at Third Street on the north 
and Ninth Street on the south. No justification for these boundaries was given at that time. 

921-937 S. Broadway (United Artists Theater Building) 

The United Artists Theater Building was determined eligible for listing in the National Register 
in 1982 through the Section 106 Review process and is listed in the California Inventory of 
Historic Resources as a 2S2. 

249-251 S. Broadway (Pan American Building) 
• 901 S. Broadway (Blackstone's Department Store) 
908-910 S. Broadway 

939-947 S. Broadway (Western Costume Building) 

The four buildings listed above were evaluated as being individually eligible for the National 
Register as a part of the Historic Resource Survey of the Central Business District and are 
currently listed in the California Inventory of Historic Resources as a 3S. 

242 S. Broadway (Victor Clothing Company) 

The Victor Clothing Company building has not been previously surveyed. While it is not 
individually eligible listing in the National Register, it does contribute to the expanded district. 

These six buildings should clearly be included in the district. They are not separated from the rest 
of the district by vacant parcels or unusually wide streets, they share the same historic uses as 
those buildings currently within the district, they were constructed within the district's period of 
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These two neighboring buildings have been entirely covered m a metal siding which resembles 
wood shingles. It is unclear what remains of the original fabric beneath this cladding. 

355-359 S. Broadway 

This building retains almost no character -defining features from the district's period of 
significance. It appears to have been altered after the district was listed in 1979. 

4. Clifton's Cafeteria 

The terrazzo sidewalk in front of Clifton's Brookdale Cafeteria is individually eligible for listing 
in the National Register under Criterion C for its high artistic qualities. The sidewalk was 
constructed sometime between 1935 and 1939 and depicts scenes from Los Angeles. The 
Broadway eatery was the second in the Clifton's Cafeteria chain in the Los Angeles area. Clifton's 
was a combination of the first and last name of its founder, Clifford Clinton. Clinton brought his 
family and ideas to Los Angeles in 1931, after resigning from the presidents position of the San 
Francisco based Clinton Cafeterias chain. He opened his first restaurant in Downtown Los Angeles 
on Olive Street. Because of the increasing number of jobless people, Clinton opened up a Penny 
Cafeteria on Third and Hill Street which served meals for a penny a portion or nothing to those 
without funds. Both locations have since been redeveloped. In 1935, despite facing hard times, 
Clinton opened a third cafeteria at Broadway and Seventh Street. Another restaurant had been 
operating on the ground floor of the building at 648 S. Broadway which .was constructed in 1916. 
While vacationing at this cabin in the Santa Cruz Mountains in the midst of a redwood forest, 
Clinton was struck with the idea of bringing some of the coolness of a forest into hot, dusty Los 
Angeles. Excitedly he ordered some logs to be hallowed out to match the columns in the 
restaurant. Over the next four years, Clinton had the restaurant complete remodeled into a 
redwood forest and named it Clifton's Brookdale Cafeteria. The interior, which still exists, is a 
composite of California redwoods, mountain streams, and murals of groves. Soon after the 
opening of the Brookdale Cafeteria, Clinton hired Welton Becket Associates to remodel his Olive 
Street location into £ soufe seas paradise. Danish-born mural ist Einar Petersen painted two scenes 
in the restaurant. Renamed Clifton's Pacific Seas, the building was razed in 1960. 

The sidewalk in front of the Brookdale Cafeteria was created sometime between 1935 and 1939 
when the restaurant was remodeled. The idea of featuring landmarks and scenic images from 
Southern California was conceived by Clinton. Installed by the Venetian Terrazzo Company the 
name of the artist who designed the sidewalk is unknown. The terrazzo sidewalk is one of the best 
examples of the use of this material on Broadway, if not Los Angeles. Other notable examples are 
associated with theaters including the Los Angeles, Academy, and Wiltern. The Brookdale 
Cafeteria terrazzo is distinct from other examples in two respects. First, it is not associated with 
a theater or a public building. Second, it features representational images similar to those found 
in PWA murals. 
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removal of historic street light at the intersections is an acceptable change. However, it appears that 
there are a few situations in which the execution of this aspect of the project will have an adverse 
effect on historic sidewalks. Removal of some historic sidewalk material may be permissible in a 
few instances, but only with a qualified historic architect on site to monitor the work (see mitigation 
measures below.) 

Street Trees - The project calls for the removal of the ficus trees that were introduced a few decades 
ago as well as the introduction of trees at new locations. Queen palms will be planted in a series of 
groupings and spaced 25 feet from center to center. The introduction of street trees will have no 
effect as they will not alter the characteristics of the historic district which qualify it for listing in the 
National Register. 

Sidewalks - Broadway is characterized by a variety of sidewalk materials including terrazzo, glass 
blocks, ceramic tile, and marble. Sidewalks which are considered character-defining features of the 
district and the buildings with which they are associated are listed in Appendix A. The project entails 
the full-scale reconstruction of the sidewalks as well as the reinforcement of basement ceilings. 
Black concrete with mica cut into a checkerboard will be used as the replacement material. While 
this material is compatible with the historic district, the selective removal of the historic sidewalk 
will affect the setting of the district and the associated buildings. As improving the sidewalks and 
making the basements below water tight will be of benefit to the historic buildings on Broadway, 
some historic sidewalk may be removed if it lacks integrity and if it is infeasible to retain in place 
(see mitigation measures below.) 

Basement Vents - Cast iron basement vents are a character-defining feature of the district. They will 
be carefully removed during construction, tagged to identify their location, and incorporated into the 
new sidewalk in approximately the same location. This aspect of the project will have no effect on 
historic properties. 

Basement Hatches and Doors - The basement hatches and doors in front of the street-facing facades 
of the Bradbury Building are the only ones in the APE which appear to date from the period of 
significance and are in fair condition. The removal of these character-defining features will affect 
the integrity of the setting of the Bradbury Building, a National Historic Landmark (see mitigation 
measures below.) 

Public Utility Hardware - Cast iron water meter plates and flag pole plates are a character-defining 
feature of the district. They will be carefully removed during construction, tagged to identify their 
location, and incorporated into the new sidewalk in approximately the same location. This aspect of 
the project will have no affect on historic properties. 
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If necessary, portions of historic fabric shall be carefully sawcut and removed. Cutting tools are to 
be fitted with diamond blades of a quality that will incise the terrazzo without causing chips. It is 
understood that since terrazzo is composed of stone fragments, some chipping may not be avoidable 
depending on the condition of the surface. 

Cleaning - Upon completion of the project, the terrazzo sidewalks shall be steam cleaned by a 
qualified contractor. No abrasive cleaning products or methods shall be used.

48. Anjac Fashion Building (830 S. Broadway): 1927; 12-story concrete structure in 
Gothic Revival styling by Walker & Eisen with terra cotta facade, almost matches 
the Orpheum Theater next door in style. 

49. Orpheum Theater (842 5. Broadway): 1925; 13-story concrete theater and office 
structures in Spanish Renaissance styling by Schultze & Weaver and G.A. Landsburgh; 
brick and terra cotta facade includes rows of urns and ornamental bands with 
brackets . 

50. Ninth and Broadway Building (NW 9th & Broadway): 1929; 13-story concrete structure 
in Zig Zag Moderne style by Claude Beelman with terra cotta facade and very little 
alteration. 

51. Eastern Columbia Building (849 S. Broadway): 1930; 14-story concrete structure in 
Moderne styling with terra cotta exterior of turquoise with gold trim; designed by 
Claude Beelman with a large clock tower that is still operative. 

■ 54. May Company (SW 8th & Broadway): 1906; 5-story department store of concrete with 
terra cotta ornamentation, designed by A.F. Rosenheim in Classical styling with a 
heavy cornice and decorative garlands; the major addition on the south side of the 
structure (1929) is of the same style with ..two additional stories; there Have been 
many alterations to the interior. 

55 Merritt Building (301 W. Eighth Street): 1914; 5-story concrete structure with 
stone facade by the Reid Brothers (San Francisco); Italian Renaissance style with 
Ionic columns and heavy cornice; many alterations on first two levels. 

57. Issacs Building (737-47 S. Broadway): 1913; 8-story concrete structure with 
Gothic details and a glazed and molded terra cotta facade* has a large facade 
covering on most of the northern half and other alterations to first floor. 

59. Cheney Block (731 S. Broadway): 1913; 4-story brick and concrete structure with 
a remodeled facade of the 1940's; blends very well with the district. 
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Addendum: Description of additional buildings comprising the Bullock's complex. 

The buildings are all united by historical function and internal circulation. 

Buildings comprising the complex are coded under the number (62) assigned to the 
original Bullock's Building in the National Register nomination. The added letters 
are assigned in the order in which the buildings were acquired by Bullock's as part 
of its department store operations. The ealiest expansion was into the adjacent 
Hollenbeck Building, already designated as #63 in the district nomination. Sub- 
sequent additions, in order, are as follows: 

62A. Pease Building (1906) Hudson/Munsel 

Originally used as a furniture store, this 8 story building was acquired by Bullock's 
in 1917. A bridge was constructed over St. Vincent Place and a tunnel beneath at 
that time to connect the building with the Hollenbeck Building (#63) . 




62B. Eshman Building (1909) Morgan/Walls 

This 7 story building in characteristic Beaux Arts 3-part vertical division became 
part of Bullock's in or before 1919. 



62C. Bridge (1921) 

The bridge was constructed to connect the Eshman Building with the original Bullock's 
Department Store. It spans St. Vincent Place, connecting the upper 6 stories of both 
buildings creating internal circulation between the two on all levels. Stylistically 
it repeats the design of the earlier Bullock's building, creating the appearance of a 
skillfully integrated addition. A tunnel below St. Vincent Place also connects the two 
buildings. 



62D. Gennet Building (1922) Parkinson/Hubbard 

The next addition to the Bullock's complex was this tall, slender Beaux Arts building— 
10 stories tall and , only two bays wide. The lower two stories were remodeled in 1934 
to create the appearance of a unified design with the adjacent Mackey Building. 

62E. 1 Hart Building/Hart '24 (1924) Parkinson/Parkinson 

This building duplicated the nearby Gennet Building in height, width and styling. It 
is now indistinguishable from the adjacent 1928 Hart Building. 

62F. Hart Building/Hart '28 (1928) Parkinson/Parkinson 

The design of the earlier 1924 Hart Building was expanded to fill out the block by adding 
five more bays on the Hill Street side and four bays on Seventh Street m Beaux Arts 
styling. Fenestration is dominated by 3-part Chicago windows. 
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80. Broadway Interiors (529 S. Broadway): c. 1928; 5-story brick and concrete 

building with a flat facade and some remaining terra cotta ornamentation; street- 
level frontage modification. 

83. Remick Building (517-19 S. Broadway): c. 1902; 6-story brick structure with 
decorative facade including arched windows and twisting columns between window 
openings. 

84. Fifth Street Store (501-515 5. Broadway): 1927; 11 -story concrete structure with 
terra cotta and brick facade by A.E. Curlett; a minor amount of ornamentation has 
been removed. 

85. Metropolitan Building (315 W. Fifth Street): 1913; 9-story concrete and terra 
cotta structure by Parkinson & Bergstrom with ornamental features including a heavy 
cornice, etc.; major alteration to street-level frontage on both sides. 

88. Wilson Building (431 S. Broadway): c. 1909; 3-story brick and concrete structure 
with massive alteration in 1932*, facade ornament includes heavy cornice with 
brackets, columns topped by capitals, and floral designs on the surface. 

90. Broadway Mart Center (401-23 S. Broadway): 1913; 10-story concrete structure by 
Parkinson & Bergstrom with a brick and terra cotta facade including many 
ornamental details. 

91 Nelson Building (355 S. Broadway): 1897; 7-story brick and plaster structure 
originally by Frank Van Trees with a mass of ornamentation t alterations removed 
all ornament and left flat plaster surface with a rounded corner; still blends 
with the district although very plain now. 

94. Karl's (341-45 S. Broadway): 1903; originally a four-story brick structure by 
A.M. Edelman, the building was altered to two stories but much of the original 
terra cotta decoration remains. 

98. Grand Central Market (315 S. Broadway): 1897; Broadway elevation is a 6-story 
brick structure with terra cotta ornamentation including heavy cornice and arched 
entrance; large facade covering now hides much of it; Hill St. addition by 
Thornton Fitzhugh in 1905 is 8 stories with little alteration to it, mostly 
concrete with brick. 

Million Dollar Theater (307 S. Broadway): 1917; 12-story concrete theater and 
r office building by A.C. Martin in Spanish Renaissance design, theater interior 

by W.C. Woolett; much ornamentation with little alteration. (Nominated to

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53. Wig House (845 S. Broadway): 1-story cement block structure- of contemporary 
origin." 

56. Hartfi eld's (749 S. Broadway): c. 1912; 4-story brick structure with a very ✓ 
modern stucco facade. 

58. Rowley Building (735 S. Broadway): c. 1908; 4-story brick building with a very S 
modern "marble" facade. 

64. Hoffman Building (635-37 S. Broadway): c. 1906; 4-story brick business building, ^ 
although facade is fairly new it is potentially restorable and still similar 

to the original. 

65. Baker Building (633 S. Broadway): c. 1911; 4-story brick structure with a newer ^ 
facade that blends very well with the district. 

66. C.H. Baker's (629 S. Broadway): c. 1911; northern half of the Baker Building, & 
4-story brick and concrete structure with facade completely remodeled in contemporary 
design. 

67. Kress Building (621 S. Broadway): c. 1919; 5-story concrete and brick structure ^ 
with new facade. 

69. Eastman's (611 S. Broadway): 1930; part of the nortern flank of the Los Angeles ^ 
Theater, 2-story concrete with facade of recent vintage. 

71. Young Age Shop (609 S. Broadway): 1930; part of northern flank of Los Angeles 
Theater, 2-story concrete with new facade. 

76. Barry's (543 S. Broadway): c. 1901; 4-story brick structure with 2 modern * 
facades, 1 on each side. 

78. Emperor Building (535 S. Broadway): c. 1903; 5-story brick structure with a 
contemporary, flat facade. 

81. Reeves Building (525 S. Broadway): 1903; 5-story brick building by John 
Parkinson with a glazed metal and synthetic stone facade; very little original 
ornament which included a balcony and pediment was removed but facade is 
potentially restorable. 

82. "Levis" (521 S. Broadway): c. 1903; 2-story brick structure with a flat stucco 
facade of recent origin.

STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE 

The Broadway Theater and Commercial District is a six-block thorough- 
fare containing the vestiges of the Lob Angeles theater and commercial 
center developed from the early l890's to the early 1930' s. The area is 
significant not only for this activity, hut also for the high concentration 
of important architectural creations which document the development of both 
commercial and theater growth in Los Angeles, and the evolution v of progressive 
design for these types of structures. 

Prior to the turn of the century the commercial center in Los Angeles 
was located near the intersection of Spring and First Streets. The area of 
Broadway below Third Street was primarily residential until small businesses 
located there in the 1890" s. Construction of the new city hall in the late 
l880's on Broadway between Second and Third Streets was a primary impetus in 
turning the commercial district southward to take advantage of the close 
proximity of municipal headquarters. By 1900, several large business structures 
including the Bradbury Building (l893) , the Grand Central Market (Homer Laughlin 
Block in 1897), the Nelson Building (^rant Building in 1897), and several smaller 
blocks, the O.T. Johnson Block (1895), the Hubert-Thorn McA n Building (1900), 
and the Jacoby Brothers store (1900) began to change the Broadway skyline and 
pulled the business center further south. 

The 1900-1910 period was a decade of rapid development in Los Angeles, 
as well as all of southern California. Broadway was a perfect example of 
this growth along just one street. Although many small blocks were built 
to about Sixth Street at this time, including the large O.T. Johnson Building 

(1902) , Finney's Cafeteria (Gebhart Building in 190*0, the fieeves Block 

(1903) , the Eemick Block (1902), Karl's Shoes (1903), and a number of small 
brick structures, the dramatic turning point in this development was the 
announcement that Bamberger's (now the Hay Company) was going to build a 
large department store at Broadway and Eighth Street, then generally con- 
sidered too far south of the business district. This statement by one of the 
city's largest retailers was met with skepticism by local businessmen. However, 
as construction of Bamberger's began in 1905, many investors followed suit so 
that before the end of the decade a number of important structures were added 
to the district including the Trustee Building and O.T. Johnson Building #2 in 

1905, the Judson-Rives, B» miller, Hoffman, Norton, and Bullock's buildings in 

1906, the Blackstone, Forrester, and Parmelee buildings in 1907, the tf.P. Story 
and J.E, Carr structures in 1908, and the Barker Brothers and Wilson Buildings in 1 
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Clune's (now the Cameo), and the Pant age 3 (now the Arcad^ opened in 1911 
and were the first theaters to locate within the present district. Following 
these pioneers were the Morosco (Globe) in 1912, the Rialto in 1917, the 
Million Dollar in 1918, Loew's State Theater (United Building) in 1920, the 
Metropolitan in 1923, the new Orpheum in 1925, the Tower in 1928, the Los 
Angeles in 1930, and finally the Roxie in 1931. Of these, only the 
Metropolitan has since been razed. 

The importance of the theater district in the home of the motion 
picture industry is clearly evident. The theaters provided drama, comedy, 
and vaudeville presentations until full-length motion pictures became popular. 
Thomas Tally, Sid Grauman, Oliver Morosco, and others vied for the honor of 
city impresario as the theaters along Broadway became larger and more 
numerous. Theater architecture was more flamboyant than commercial styles 
and the influx of theatrical structures helped to provide variety for the 
Broadway streetscape. In all, theater development along Broadway provided 
a major source of revenue and a location for premieres for the Jiovie 
industry, an important form of entertainment for Southern Calif ornians, and 
a variety of architectural designs which gave a unique character to Broadway. 

The xenith of the Broadway theater district was in the 1920' s. In 1922 
the Egyptian Theater was built on Hollywood Boulevard in the midst of movie 
studios, and in 1926 Sid Grauman ! s Chinese Theater opened further down the 
street. The major theater chains were now beginning to establish Hollywood 
as the center for motion picture theaters. Although several Broadway 
theaters were built as late as 1931, the new trend had already been clearly 
established. 

It is surprising now that so many of the theaters built on Broadway 
have survived even though the theatrical center moved so long ago. The 
structures that remain on Broadway, typically flamboyant in design both 
inside and out, are still viable movie houses from both economic and functional 
standpoints. As older theatrical sections of many cities have since been 
leveled for new use, the Broadway theater network continues to provide motion 
picture entertainment in buildings that are remarkably intact considering 
their uninterrupted use over so many years. 

Architecturally, the Broadway district contains some of the best 
examples of commercial and theater architecture in Southern California. The 
Bradbury Building, Million Dollar Theater, and Eastern-Columbia Building are 
well-known, and the Los Angeles Theater is considered to be the best example 
of theater architecture in the entire Southland. The district is represented 
by a number of important styles including American Commercial, Sullivanesque, 
Italianate (O.T. Johnson Block), Romanesque (Jewelry. Trades Building and the 
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VERBAL BOUNDARY DESCRIPTION (Revised 12/26/85) 

(Note: All changes in direction are at a right angle from the previous direction.) 

The boundary encompasses an irregular area in the downtown business district 
generally following both sides of Broadway beginning at the southeast corner of 
the intersection of Broadway and Third Street, extending 185,53' eastward along 
Third Street, then approximately 161' southward, 44.4' westward, 79.6' southward, 
23' eastward, approximately 365' southward to Fourth Street, then continuing 60* 
southward across Fourth Street to Frank Court, then continuing southward along 
Frank court to the south side of Fifth Street, then 40' westward, then 100' south- 
ward, then 40' eastward, then 260' southward, then 165' eastward to Spring Street, 
then 119.6' southward on Spring Street, then 165.18' westward, then 120.5' south- 
ward to Sixth Street, then continuing southward 60' across Sixth Street, then 
continuing southward along an alley to the northern edge of Ninth Street, then 
westward approximately 163' along Ninth Street, then continuing 80' across Broadway, 
then continuing 165' westward, then approximately 235' northward, then 159.5' west- 
ward to Hill Street, then 363,5' northward along Hill Street to Eighth Street, then 
212' eastward along Eighth Street, then 185. 6 1 northward, then 50' westward, then 
approximately 550' northward to intersection of the northern edge of Seventh Street 
and St. Vincent Court, then approximately 158.5' westward to Hill Street, then 312' 
northward along Hill Street, then 138.4' eastward to St. Vincent Court, then 74.44' 
northward, then 138.37' westward, then 125' northward, then 158.34' eastward, then 
140' northward to northern edge of Sixth Street at its intersection with Lindley 
Place, then northward along Lindley Place to northern edge of Fifth Street, then 
continuing approximately 201' northward, then 165.18' westward to Hill Street, then 
41.87' northward, then 165.18' eastward, then 120,4' northward, then 12.82' westward, 
then 0.9' northward, then 13.71' westward, then 39.34' northward, then 42.41' east- 
ward, then 79.56' northward, then 16.19' westward, then 0.14' northward, then 
79.32' westward, then 123.6' northward, then 78.99' eastward, then 60' northward 
across Fourth Street, then 40.09' eastward, then approximately 124' northward , then 
39.96' westward, then approximately 239' northward, thea 165.88' westward to Hill 
Street, then 121.34' northward, then 132.5' eastward, then 120.36' northward to 
Third Street, then approximately 279' eastward to the point of beginning.

Second, while the styles of the buildings vary, the buildings are clad in many of the same materials, notably cast and glazed terra 
cotta, glazed brick, and cast stone. 

The buildings range in size from small, one or two story retail buildings to large, 150-foot office buildings, and department stores 
with very large footprints. The range also includes mid-size loft buildings which were designed with large, open upper floors for 
several possible uses. Many of the most architecturally distinct or unusual buildings are designed as the flagship stores of 
retailers, such as the stores built for Silverwood's (558 S. Broadway), and Desmond's (614 S. Broadway). 

The buildings in the district are all designed in traditional architectural styles. The most common style is the Beaux Arts, which 
in commercial buildings usually exhibits a division of the building's elevation into three horizontal zones based on the parts of a 
column in Classical architecture. This consists of a "base," composed of a first floor and mezzanine level, a relatively 
unomamented "shaft," composed of repeated floors containing offices, and a "capital," the ornamented and often projecting 
cornice or elaborated top floor of the building. Most of the buildings are further articulated with the use of classical elements 
such as pilasters, engaged columns, floral swags, and escutcheons. Such ornamentation is often executed in glazed terra cotta. 

The second most common architectural style of Broadway buildings is Art Deco, or Zig-Zag Modeme. The most noted examples 
of this style are the green and blue glazed terra cotta Eastern Columbia Building, and the Ninth and Broadway Building, clad 
largely in cast stone with ornamental bronze panels. Also present on Broadway are styles such as Gothic Revival in buildings 
from the 1920s and late Streamline Moderne buildings, mostly from the 1930s and 1940s. 

In addition to the buildings, streetscape features such as sidewalks and streetlights have been determined character-defining 
features of the Broadway Theater and Commercial District since they contribute to the sense of historic time and place. 

All of the streetlights on Broadway between Second Street and Olympic Boulevard have original bases, but their poles and lamps 
have been replaced. There are two styles of historic bases, both of which were installed in 1920. These lamps were elaborately 
ornamented with stylized motifs from nature. Like many of the Beaux Arts buildings on the street, the lights consisted of a 
tripartite composition, with base, shaft, and capital. The bases, which still remain, are covered with ornament of stylized leaves 
and flowers. The shaft, or pole, consisted of a climbing vine with two lanterns forming the capital. The acom-shaped lanterns 
branch off from the shaft in an elaborate scroll. 



Broadway's sidewalks are characterized by a variety of materials, patterns, and colors. Sidewalks often extended beyond the 
property line into the foyer of the buildings providing a visual link between interior and exterior, and encouraging pedestrian 
traffic to enter theaters and department stores. Stamped, stained concrete is the most common form of sidewalk material on the 
street. The basements of most of the buildings extend out to the street line below the sidewalk. In several places, cast iron vents 
and glass blocks are inserted into the sidewalks to light these below-grade storage areas, which are accessed by way of cast steel 
doors in the sidewalk. 

The district is notable, however, for the quality and variety of its terrazzo sidewalks, present in front of some stores and most 
theaters on Broadway. These sidewalks often extend from the lobbies to the curb. The elaborate patterns seen at Clifton's 
Cafeteria, the Eastern Columbia Building, and the Los Angeles Theater are some of the most important examples. Each 
represents a particular style of terrazzo ornamentation: the sidewalk at Clifton's depicts scenes of California, that in front of the 
Eastern Columbia Building is an abstract, geometric Art Deco design, and the fleur-de-lis motif in front of the Los Angeles 
Theater enhances the more traditional revival style of the theater. Other notable terrazzo sidewalks include the sunburst pattern in 
front of the Roxie Theater.

D6. Significance, continued 

In the next several decades after 1930, Broadway began to lose its central role as the theater and commercial core of the citv As 
the white clientele moved away from downtown into the suburbs, so did the lavish movie theaters and department stores. The 
demise of a city- wide public transit system and the rise of automobile ownership also contributed to the dispersai of white, 
middle ciass audiences from the downtown area. 

After World War II, the patronage of the Mexican-American population living close to downtown transformed Broadway into a 
Latino-oriented shopping district. While the ground floors of many buildings have been altered (see Description), most buildings 
remain essentially intact. Unlike other parts of downtown Los Angeles which have completely Jost their historic character 
through demolition of buildings and alteration of street patterns, Broadway remains in many ways the street that it was in the 
1920s and 1930s.

BIO. Significance continued 



Terrazzo, an ancient material combining marble chips with white cement, was perfected by fifteenth century Venetian craftsmen 
to pave terraces, thus the name was derived. Terrazzo gained popularity in the 1920s, when architects began to use it to pave 
sidewalks, foyers, and lobbies to distinguish the buildings with which they were associated. 

Terrazzo is used extensively throughout the district to pave sidewalks and foyers. The sidewalk in front of Clifton's is one of the 
largest examples in the district, and is distinct from other examples in its curvilinear, streamlined design and use of figural, 
representational images and bold, simple, abstracted forms. The images in the sidewalk tell a story about the unique features of 
the cityscape, natural features, cultural activities and industries of Los Angeles both to regular patrons of the city's then-largest 
shopping district and to visiting tourists. 

The colors in the sidewalk were created with different colors of dyed marble aggregate and tinted cement. 

Most of the other examples in the district were installed during the 1920s and early 1930s and reflect the designs of this era with 
sharp, rectilinear, non-figural designs. Other notable examples of terrazzo in Los Angeles occur in front of major theaters such as 
the Wiltcm.

A remarkable Keo-Gothic variation of the Art Deco style, the United Artists 
Building is a thirteen story theater, retail and office structure. Extensive 
Gothic-inspired terracotta ornamentation characterises the eleven bay concrete 
building. The three south bays of the three story base of the building axe 
occupied by the theatre entrance. An immense ogee arch surmounted by a pinnacle 
which rises through the fourth floor dominates the upper floors of the theatre 
entry. Emphasized by decorative moldings, the arch contains tracery which 
divides the glazed surface into five pointed-arch windows. Blind tracery 
embellishes the wall surface around the arch. An Art Deco-inspired marquee 
shades the ground level entrance, which has been altered. The office building 
entrance, marked by an ornamented gothic arch, is in the center bay of the 
facade. A particularly notable screen finished in gold leaf is over the door. 
Altered storefronts occupy the remaining ground level bays. A decorative metal 
grill, carried on attenuated metal columns, is above the first floor. The second

Corbels and keystones in the form 0 £ heads accent the segmented arches in the 
first and fifth bays, while the ogee arches of the other bays are miniature 
versions of the theatre frontispiece. The third strry bays also alternate 
decorated arches, highlighted by Gothic niches filled with statuary at the bases 
of the piers. A simplification in the decorative pattern marks the shaft of the 
office building, beginning at the fourth floor. Piers and amnions rise 
uninterrupted through the parapet, delineating bays of two windows separated 
between levels by bossed spandrels. Tracery creates a band of Gothic arches 
above the eleventh story windows, punctuated at the fourth bay from either end bv 
windows with Gothic-arched heads. The same bays, which frame the central bank of 
three bays, are set back on the twelfth and thirteenth floors. Windows shaped in 
ogee arches capped by spandrels in high relief cap the building on the thirteenth 
floor. Culminating the vertically of the design, a tower, consisting of open 
Gothic tracery, rises in two setbacks above the central three bays and is crowned 
with a pinnacle. 

The strong Art Deco statement of the United Artists building is reinforced by its 
mostly unaltered design, and by its proximity to other landmark buildings in the 
same style, especially the Eastern Columbia Building half a block away. Its 
tower has become a rec o gnizable s ymbol in_the Los Angeles skyline.

DESCRIPTION 

7a. Architectural ityle: Renaissance Revival 

7b- Briefly describe the present physical description of the site or structure and describe any major alterations from its 

original condition: Located adjacent to the exuberantly Neo-Gothic United Artists 
Building, 939 South Broadway is an eleven story commercial structure in the more typical 
Renaissance Revival style. However, a two story Gothic-inspired Art Deco entrance is 
overlaid on the northernmost of the five bays of the facade. A segmented archway, 
emphasized by a chevron molding and a fluted spandrel, is flanked by fluted piers which 
taper into triangles embellished with scrolled designs. Elaborate metal work frames the 
one story door, the four round-headed windows in the transom, and the arched second story 
window. The remaining bays of the two story base contain altered storefronts on the 
ground level and three windows, separated by colonnette mullions, on the second story. 
Panelled piers, edged by spiralled moldings define the bays and are accented at the level 
of the first floor frieze by shields. A second frieze, topped by a cornice and antefixes, 
terminates the base of the building. The shaft is composed of the third through ninth 
floors and is faced with brown brick. No extraneous ornamentation interrupts the 
fenestration until a decorative frieze above the ninth storyis reached. The capital of 
the building is two stories high and defined by continuous piers and mullions with 
terracotta spandrels between sotries. Stylized Ionic capitals crown the piers. A 
decorative frieze, fringed with antefixes, cul min ates the design.

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INTRODUCTION 

like all great urban streets, Broadway at once connects us to the City's past while 
serving the present. This renovation seeks to reinforce Broadway's role as a focus 
of downtown city life and community by both strengthening its essentia] 
infrastructure and enhancing its ability to serve its historic function as a significant 
transportation and commercial corridor. 

In recent decades, Broadway has become a dynamic commercial center for the 
region's Latino community. It's lively combination of retail stores, cafe's, cinemas 
and vendors creates the backdrop for a spirited street scene which welcomes all Los 
Angeles. 

Deteriorating sidewalks and street lighting and lack of maintenance have however 
created a perception of a declining and unsafe environment which has an adverse 
impact on the retail environment of the street: The purpose of this renovation 
project is to provide the setting for a welcoming and vibrant Broadway street scene 
through the provision of new sidewalks, enhanced lighting and pedestrian amenities 
enhancing the street's ability to serve its historic function as a significant 
transportation and commercial corridor. 



HISTORIC AND CULTURAL CONTEXT 

For over a century, Broadway has been a street where people of Los Angeles have 
gathered together to partake of and enjoy city life. As the city grew in area and 
population over the decades, the particular character of the street changed, yet it 
always remained a focus of downtown life. Originally called Fort Street, Broadway 
first played a prominent role in the nineteenth century as the city expanded south 
from El Pueblo, then in the 1880s with the reconstruction of a new City Hall between 
2nd and 3rd Streets, the character of the street began a dramatic" change, quickly 
becoming an important commercial thoroughfare, including Bullock's located on 
Broadway. . 
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DESIGN CONCEPT 



Like all great urban streets, Broadway at once connects us to the city's past while 
serving the present. This renovation seeks to reinforce Broadway's role as a focus 
of downtown city life and community by both strengthening its essential 
infrastructure and its ability to connect past and present. Since the physical and 
budgetary demands upon the project are rigorous, every modification has been 
carefully considered to deliver the most with the least over the long run. The design 
of all proposed elements is based on compatibility with the historic context and 
durability and ease of maintenance. 

The design concept is an integrated image which focuses the identity of the Street. 
This image is composed fundamentally of a framework or "armature" of new 
sidewalks, renewed and intensified streethghttng, new street tr^ees and street 
furmshing elements. Superimposed on this framework are layers of graphic elements 
such as banners, signs and new terrazo paving sidewalk elements. The design 
concept will address not only the overall identity of the Street, but its unique parts: 
the historic theatres, institutions such as Clifton's, and the arcades. 

In defining space, focusing identity, and providing amenities such as the new paving 
and greatly intensified street lighting, the street environment will be "merchant and 
shopper friendly" 



DESIGN ELEMENTS 

There are six basic component elements to the design: sidewalk paving, street 
lighting, street graphics, building facade treatments, street furnishings, and street 
trees. 



Sidewalks 

To appropriately set off the remarkable terrazzo paving in front of a number of the 
significant historic buildmgs along the street and to welcome the addition of new 
terrazzo paving elements, the sidewalks are paved in a simple, concrete 
checkerboard pattern. To reflect the pedestrian environment, the checks are small in 
scale and are subtly defined one to the other by differential gradients of broom 
finish. To recall the typical techniques of the decades of the early twentieth century, 
the concrete is given sparkle and shine with the addition of quartz crystals. Based on 
discussions with the historic preservation consultants (Historic Resources Group), 
the existing concrete and file paving can be replace with new paving. Our 
recommendarion to replace existing conctete with a dark gray or "black" integral 
color (Scofoeld c-24 "charcoal") broom finished concrete with a 2'x2' square score 
pattern can be determined compatible with the historic context of the Street as well 
as meeting aesthetic, constructibility, and maintenance requirements. The existing 
historic terrazzo and marble paving segments will be reviewed for repair and or 
restoration feasibility during the design development phase. In addition, we 
recommend the addition of new terrazzo and special scored and stained concrete 
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Street Trees 



The existing Reus trees installed several decades ago have proven to be 
inappropriate to this street scene. We recommend Jacamdas replace them and be 
added at selected locations where possible. The recommended replacement tree 
species and placement will be "merchant and shopper friendly", compatible with 
lighting and storefront visibility requirements, and providing shade. We also 
recommend the addition of specially designed tree grates and tree fences to offer 
additional interpretive possibilities.
